In  the  “follow-the-Ieader"  or  “by- 
the-ranks”  fonnation  change,  a  simi¬ 
lar  sheet  should  be  published  using 
arrows  showing  directions  for  the 
ranks  to  mov'e.  If  you  have  animated 
fonnations,  diagram  tlieir  movements^ 
on  the  fonnation  sheet.  \  band 
should  be  able  to  go  through  a 
complete  set  of  fonnations  in  fif¬ 
teen  minutes,  or  less,  once  they  can 
read  the  fonnation  sheets. 

5.  Field  exit.  \’ou  have  finished 
your  song,  and  the  public  is  ready 
to  see  more  football.  The  quietest 
way  off  the  field  is  the  most  de¬ 
sirable.  Do  not  use  a  drum  cadence 
all  the  way  back  to  the  stands,  es¬ 
pecially  if  another  band  is  waiting 
to  come  on  the  field.  Check  with 
the  other  band  director  in  advance 
so  that  your  exit  will  not  interfere 
with  his  entrance. 

Props  and  Special  Effects 

If  you  use  props  and  s|)ecial  ef¬ 
fects,  have  a  crew  selected  to  lx* 
responsible  for  them  and  show 
them  tvhere  you  want  the  props  to 
be,  before  the  rehearsal  begins.  Props 
add  to  the 'show  if  done  w  ell,  but  if 
something  goes  wrong,  they  can  lx; 
embarrassing. 

Majorettes  and  the  Like 

Have  the  role  of  the  majorettes 
in  mind  before  the  first  rehearsal. 
You  can  help  them  tremendously 
if  you  make  a  tajx;  recording  of  the 
music  for  their  ust-  in  extra  re¬ 
hearsals.  If  you  lack  skill  in  creating 
their  tw  irling  routines,  why  not  select 
a  head  majorette  to  do  this?  Ik- 
sure  to  apjjrove  each  routine  Ix-fore 
she  lx:gins  to  teach  it  to  the  other 
girls.  A  dance  instructor  in  the  com¬ 
munity  may  be  of  assistatice  if  she 
has  had  baton  experience.  Do  not 
underestimate  the  importance  of  the 
majorettes,  for  a  good  majorette 
corps  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  band. 

Fiald  Music 

The  band  is  a  musical  organiza¬ 
tion,  so  the  music  should  lx-  of 


primary'  im{X)rtance.  Carefully  plan 
all  cuts  and  rejx'ats  and  mark  them 
on  the  music  with  red  jx-ncil  Ix-- 
fore  passing  out  parts.  You  can 
mark  one  copy  and  let  your  libra¬ 
rians  mark  the  others.  Mentally  time 
each  numix-r  so  that  your  show  will 
not  lx*  too  long.  Know  how  much 
music  is  needed  lx*tween  formations. 
There  is  no  need  to  ust;  16  measures 
when  8  measures  are  ample.  .\  show 
loses  interest  when  it  is  allowed  to 
drag.  .Always  play  musically,  as  if 
it  were  a  concert,  for  it  is  just  that. 
The  public  will  listen  to,  not  just 
see,  a  beautiful  sounding  band.  Have 
the  music  ready  in  plenty  of  time. 
If  it  rains,  you  can  rehearse  the 
music  and  save  a  day  that  may  have 
otherwisi-  Ix-en  lost. 

After  the  first  show,  some  ele¬ 
ments  may  lx-  used  all  season,  as 
a  signature  of  your  band,  such  as 
the  field  entrance,  scluxil  monogram, 
marching  song,  etc.  With  careful 
planning  the  remainder  of  the  foot- 
l)all  season  will  lx-  simple  and 
enjoyable.
